1969 

No. J57-ITC(PN), 68—Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Registered 
Exporters contained in Volume II of the Import Trade Control Policy Book (Red 
Book) lor the year April 1968—March 1969 issued under the Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 50-ITC(PN)/68 dated 1st April 1968. 

2. The existing entry “Electrical Contacts made of silver (used as components 
in motor starteis- A46-D" appearing on page xii of the Index of the above Red 
Book may be substituted by “Electrical Contacts made of sllver/sllver alloy (used 
as components in electric control gear and switch gear—A.40.1).” 

3. The item “Electrical Contacts made of platinum/Palladium” is classified 
under the product Group “A. ENGINEERING GOODS” and fall under S- No- A. 46.1. 
This item may be inserted alphabetically at the appropriate place in the Index of 
the above Red Book on pages iii to xxxii.

No. 158-ITC(PN)/G8, —Attention is invited to para 0 of Section 1 of the Im¬ 
port Trade Control Policy Book (Vol. II) for the period April 1968 —March 1989, 
wherein it has been provided in respect of certain Export Products, the Regis- 
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tered Merchant Exporters can apply for replenishment licences in their own name 
subject to the condition that such exporters will get ihp goods manufactured else- 
where on their account and undertake not to sell or otherwise dispose of the 
materials allowed to them for import. The consolidated application form which 
is required to be filled up by the Registered Exporter for the Purpose of claim¬ 
ing Import Licence under the aforesaid policy is given at pages 304 to 309 of the 
Import Trade Ccftitrol Hand Book of Rules and Procedures, 1968. 

2- It has come to the notice that some ol the Registered Merchant Exporters 
Who are eligible to apply for licences in their own name in accordance with the 
para 9 of Section 1 of the aforesaid policy, fill in and send only (Part-A) of the 
application form on the plea that (Part-B) of the application form Is to be filled 
in only by- the manufacturer exporters. 

3- The matter nas been considered and it is clarified that the Registered Mer¬ 
chant Exporters who are eligible to apply for licences in their own name are also 
required to fill in (Part-B) of the application form. They may, however, Allan 
only such of columns of (Part-B) ot the form as are applicable to them.

No. )5!)TTC(PN)/68.—-Attention Is invited to para 16 of Section I ol the 
Import Trade Control Policy Book (Volume II) for the period April 1968—March 
1969 issued under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 50-ITC(PN)/68 
dated 1st April 1968- U Is provided therein that items of import asked for on 
the strength of an A.U. licence will be generally allowed provided they are per¬ 
missible to Actual Users according to the current import policy, as shown in 
Volume I ot the Red Book for 1968-69 and as amended from time lo time- 

2- Clarification hus been sought whether the items shown as ‘for export pro¬ 
duction only’ in the general Import Policy will be allowed without any restrictions 
within the replenishment due. It is clarified for Information ol the trade that in 
so far as licensing on the basis of AT. licence is concerned, the Items which are 
shown as ‘A.U. for export production only’ in the Import Trade Control Policy 
Book (Volume I) will be allowed only subject to face value restriction of 10% 
of the value of the licence or Rs. 5,000/- whichever is less- 

3. The items claimed on the basis of an A-U- licence which are shown as 
open to ‘AU s. on restricted basts’ in the genexal Import Trade Control Policy 
Book (Volume I) for the period April 1968—March 1969 will be allowed subject 
to the face value limit of 10% of the value of the licence or Rs 20,000/- which¬ 
ever is lees. 

4. Howevei, If any of these items happen lo be specilii ally indicated as 
permissible in column 4 of the Policy statement in Section II of Volume II of the 
I.T-C. Policy Book, the same will be licensed in accordance with the provisions 
of paras 13 to 15 of Section I of the said Policy Book, and subject to such face 
value restrictions as are Indicated against the relevant items in Column 4.
